AREAS TO BE FEUED FOR BUILDING 
IN ST JAMES’S SQUARE, EDINBURGH. 

i ae fituation of this Square is dry and healthy ; it is thelterea by 
the buildings of the New Town from the eft wind, well known 
there to'blow with uncommon violence from that quarter; it is out of 
the reach of the ftench of the butchers fhambles, fo intolerable to the 
neighhourhoed in the fummer months; it has an extenfive profpect over 
the adjacunt fields, over the frith of Forth, and almoft over the whole 
coaft of Fife, and is near agreeable walks and airings in the country ; it 
is near to feveral churches, to the public markets, the Theatre-Royal, 
and the Affembly-Room now projeéted ; it is clofe adjoining to that ele- 
gant and ufeful building the Regiftcr Office, in which the whole gentle- 
men of the law are ‘concerned ; it is nearer to the College, to the 
High Scheol, to the Parliament-Houfe, the Banks, the General Poft- 
' Office, and to the other public Offices of Cultoms, Excife, &c. &c. 
than any past of the New Town, (a very few houfes excepted,) 
and a (hort agreeable walk from the Royal Botanic Garden. Be- 
fides thefe local advantages, the fewars of this Square will be free of 
the land-tax, miniflers ftipend, flent on trade, in:poft on lizuors, and of the mi

This day, the Committee for deciding upon the merits of the late 
eleétion for the counties of Orkney and Zetland met, in order to pro- 
ceed in their inquiry, when a petition was read in behalf of Charles 
Dundas, Efy; complaining, toast the fitting member, Robert Baikic, 
Efq; had been unduly returned. A petition was alfo read from the 
Freeholders of Orkney, to the fame purport as the other. 

“¥The Countel for the petitioner were, Mr Lee, Mr Arden, and Mr 
White; and for the fitting member, Mr Hardinge, Mr Blair, and Mr 
Anftruthet. : 

« Mr Arden tated to the Committee, That the election was on the 
roth O€tober fait; and that Mr-Dundas, his client, ought to have been 
declared the fitting member. "The learned Counfel proceeded to ftate 
the manner in which the Freeholders iu Séotlarid were made; that a 
Michaetmas Cort was held for that purpofe, and that firch perfons as 
thonght themfelves entitied to be put upon the -roll, were to apply to 
the Court two months before the election. This, he faid, hid been 
done by Mr Charles Dundas, who had appeared at the Michaelmas 
Court, though be was refufed a right to vote. 
Gentlemen. appeared upon the roll. ‘Ten were aptinit his client, Mr 
Dundas, an? five forhim. Mr Coverity was reje&tec, but petitioned: 
The Court however, repelled the obje@ion, and contiaucd him-on the 
roll, though it was protefted againft by Mr Dundas; for it. was part 
of the duty of the Court, not only-to put on and enroll fich perfons 
as were entitled to vote, but alfo to ftrike off thofe who mig!it have 
lo@ their qualifications. “Mr Trail, of Holland, was alf& admitte., 
though protetted againit. 
0s eotitled to be enrolled, and five perfons belides, wivo allo claimed ta 
be enrolled. Thee were, Mr Thomas Innos, Mr James Riddoch, 
Captain ‘Frail, Mr ‘Thomas Trail, and Mr James Moody. ‘Thefé had 
an undoubted right to be enrolled; but they were, notwith{tancing, 
rejected by the Court, By the Statute of 16 Geo. JI. this right is 
piven to the Court, that'say perfon thinking himfelf improperly re- 
jetted, rpay complain to the Lords of Seflion, within four months after 
fach rejeftion ; or, if improperly admitted, complaint within the fame 
{pace of rinse uray alfo be brought before the faid Lords of Seffion. 
Actordiagly, & complaint wes made of Mr Coventry’s being fuftained 
3a the rall, and the Quarter Seffion unanimoufly ordered hiny to be 
ftruck of. A complaint was alfo exhibited agziat Mr Trail of Ho'land, 
#@ and the Seffion alfo una: imouitly ordered him to be ttrack off. On the day 
of cleétion, r1 voted for Mr Backie ; and Mr Dundas ftond the poll with 
$ votes only. At tli¢ eleétion, therefore, there were 1x for Mr Baikie;
